To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to apply for State aid for highways for the ensuing year, or pasx 
any vote relating thereto. 


To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way leading southerly over land of Miss Rebecca A. Caldwell, 
from the highway on the south side of the lake, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


Seventh. To see if the town will vote to place three street 
lights on the Harrisville road, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. ; 


To see if the town will vote to reimburse those who 
contributed toward improving the dangerous turn in the road 
leading past the A. J. Parsons Estate, to the Louis Cabot corner.

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BRIDGE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Your Committee chosen at the last annual Town meeting to 
inspect the bridges in town, having attended to their duties, 
submit the following report. 


While your Committee did not understand that sluices or 
culverts were to be inspected, they decided to report on some of 
them. 


The bridges and sluices are numbered and ae be referred to 
by number. 


It will be understood that this report explains the present 
’ condition of the bridges and culverts. It is a fact that there are 
many more sluices and culverts not examined or reported upon 
that should be throughly looked after by the road agent, and, 
if needed, repairs should be made. 


The condition of bridges and culverts are divided into three 
classes: good, fair, poor; good, meaning they are all right at 
present time; fair, meaning they will need attention or rebuild- 
Ing In a few years; poor, that they are unsafe and need to be 
rebuilt the present year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN 
OF DUBLIN. 


We respectfully submit to the Dublin School District the 
ninety-second annual report of our schools. 

Thirty-four weeks of school have been taught in No. 1, thirty- 
two weeks in No. 2, thirty-five weeks in No. 3 and 5. The be- . 
ginning of No. 1 school was delayed on account of repairs not 
being finished, also No. 2, and during the term, two weeks were 
lost at No. 2 on account of measles breaking out among the 
scholars. 

The music and drawing of the present school year is under 
the direction of Miss Jean Brown, a pleasant and excellent 
teacher. 
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We believe all our teachers are working earnestly for the good 
of their schools. 

We have remained in the Supervisory District, composed of 
the same towns as last year, and were especially fortunate in re- 
taining Mr. Averill as Superintendent. 

We submit the following estimate of amount of money which 
will be required by law for the payment of statutory obligations 
of the district. 

There being an accumulated balance of money raised for tui- 
tion, we believe it will only be necessary to raise the amount re- 
quired by law, $2,572 50.

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“REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS.

My second annual report is hereby presented for your consid- 
eration. 

No change of any moment has been made in the character of 
the work of the schools during the year. No new branches have 
been introduced and none have been discarded. The chief aim 
has been to unify and strengthen the work all along the line. 

There have been two changes in the teaching force. Miss 
Laura MacPherson, a graduate of the Fitchburg Normal School, 
succeeds Miss Nettie Congdon in School No. 2, and-Miss_ Ger- 
trude Van Dommelee has been succeeded by Miss A. Jean Brown 
of East Jaffrey as Supervisor of Drawing and Music. I am in- 
closing Miss Brown’s reports on the work in these subjects. 

Our schoolhouses are in excellent physical condition. None 
of them being in need of repairs. The school house in District 
No.1, recetved some extensive repairs In the relocation of Its 
windows. At No. 2 school the heating plant has been renovated 
so as to avoid the smoke nuisance of last year, rendering it more 
effective in heating the room. Several additional wall maps 
have been provided for each schoolroom. The teachers and 
pupils of the village schools by means of entertainments, etc., 
raised the money to buy a $60 Victrola and a number of records. 
These are valuable for developing musical appreciation and love 
of good music. The children have shown much delight in lis- 
tening to the music of some of the masters. Is there anything 
that will increase the happiness of life more than the power to 
enjoy good music? I trust that next year the other three schools 
will be supplied with a Victrola and records. 
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Chapter 93 of the Public Statutes was revised by the Laws of 
1913. As the law now stands any child over fourteen years of 
age who attended school the preceding year no less than three 
hundred half-days and who has a health certificate from the 
school physician, is, on the approval of the superintendent of 
schools, entitled to a Labor Certificate. But he must continue 
his school attendance, until he has completed the grammar school 
course, or until he has reached the age of sixteen years.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 
Mr. A. P. AVERILL, DEAR SiR, 


At your request I am sending you a report of the drawing done 
in the schools of Dublin since the beginning of the school year, 
September 1913 and a general account of the course to be pur- 
sued during the remainder of the year. 

Your supervisor spends at least an hour each week in four 
schools of the town, half of the time being devoted to the draw- 
ing. Owing to the interest of the pupils and the kindness of the 
teachers this time has been extended to one and a half hours 
where the period comes before recess or the closing time. 

An outline is prepared for each month which plans for two 
lessons a week, one to be given by the regular teacher, the other 
by the supervisor. In most schools all the work scheduled has 
been done and prepared for the day planned. 

Drawing is one of the subjects that should teach habits of 
neatness, accuracy, observation and through these an appre- 
ciation of the beautiful. 

We may have the world’s treasures of beauty if we have the 
power to appreciate them and with our many museums and li- 
braries surely the only thing that can stand between us and these 
riches is the lack of appreciation. Drawing in our elementary 
schools aims to begin this appreciation. 

Our work started in September with the fall flowers and sedges 
and was followed in October by a study of the autumn foliage. 
Paint and crayons were the mediums used. The abundance of 
flowers in their season affords material that the city child lacks. 
and while these are used every year in every grade they always 
afford much pleasure and bring satisfactory results. In Nov- 
ember vegetables and fruits were drawn with crayon, paint and 
chalk as mediums of expression. In the upper grades printing 
received our attention. December brought the Christmas work. 
This month the pupils are always ready for anything and the en- 
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thusiasm is contagious. The primary grades made match 
scratchers, calendars, chenille tam-o’shanters and Christmas 
cards; the other grades made court plaster cases, writing pads 
with brass corners, pencil trays, pin trays and whisk broom 
holders. The work of these grades involved the principle of de- 
sign and that of the lower grades taught measuring. 

The work for the remainder of the year will consist of Still 
Life, charcoal work, drawing of toys, spring flowers and paper 
cutting. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the teachers who have assisted 
in carrying out the work; to the Superintendent for his interest 
and to the school committee for their generosity in supplying 
material.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
Mr. A. P. AVERILL, DEAR S1R:— 


At your request I am sending a report of the work done in 
music since the beginning of the school year in September 1913. 

During the summer an outline planning the work from week 
to week with the exception of assignment of songs and review 
work was carefully prepared for each grade. Where these out- 
lines have been followed and the work assigned prepared thor- 
oughly during the week the maximum amount of work will have 
been accomplished by the close of the winter term, thus leaving 
the spring term for the enjoyment of songs. and review and drill 
of technical work. 

Special stress has been laid on reading music in the lower 
grades for it has been proved, that unless each pupil can read 
new music readily and thus has the ‘power to learn new songs 
without much effort, that music ts irksome in the grammar grades. 
This is especially true of boys who get the idea that music 
is ‘‘girl’s work.”’ An ability to read their part without drudg- 
ery will be a much greater inducement to sing than any method 
of persuasion or even of a ranking system. 

The work as planned calls for written work, ear training, iIn- 
dividual sight singing, interpretation of terms of tempo and ex- 
pression and in general the principles in the following outline. 

Grade, I; tune, major scale, staff reading; time, first time 
motion. 
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Grade, II; tune, pitch names of lines and spaces; time, second 
time motion. 

Grade, III; tune, finding ‘‘do”’ from the key signature; time, 
third time motion. 

Grade, IV; tune, names of keys, first step In chromatics. 

Grade, V; tune, second step in chromatics; time, arithmetic 
in music. 

Grade, VI; tune, position of sharps and flats in the signature, 
use of chromatic characters in writing; time, fourth time motion 
fifth time motion, theory of compound time, sixth time motion, 
seventh, time motion. 

Grade, VII; time, syncopation. 

Grade, VIII; tune, bass clef, review work of other grades; 
time, review. 

One of the leading musical educators has said that, ‘‘Music 
if properly taught has as strong claims to an educational rating 
as any other subject.” A few children cannot discriminate 
among sounds, and a few have defective vocal organs. On the 
other hand it is possible that a large number are defective in 
mathematical ability. It must therefore, be allowed that from 
the standpoint of the ability of students, music should rank with 
other subjects. 

The aims of music teaching, therefore, should be to give the 
mental discipline that comes through the study of the language 
of music, its sounds and symbols for reading and singing and 
to develop an appreciation of good music. 

So far it has been found that the Victrola is the best medium 
for the study of appreciation of good music as It gives the pupils 
an opportunity to hear the music of the opera, orchestra, band, 
etc. The village schools have purchased an instrument which 
is much enjoyed by the pupils. 

We wish one might be obtained that could be carried to the 
other schools for an occasional lesson in this course. 

I wish to thank superintendent, teachers and committee for 
their Interest in the work.
